New Delhi, the 2nd November, 1998 

G.S.R. 219.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of 
recruitment to the post of Joint Director in the Ministry of 
Personnel, Public Grievances and Pensions, Department of 
Personnel and Training, Public Enterprises Selection Board, 
namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may be 
called theMinistry of Personnel, Public Grievances and Pen¬ 
sions, Department of Personnel and Training, Public Enter¬ 
prises Selection Board, Joint Director Group ‘A’ post Recruit¬ 
ment Rules, 1998. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of post, classification and sclae of pay.—The 
number of post, its classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule 
annexed hereto. 

3. Method of recruittnent, age limit, qualifications, etc.— 
The method of recruitment age limit, qualification and other 


matters relating to the said post shall be as specified in 
columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule. 

4. Disqualifications.—No person,— 

(a) Who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) Who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is or 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in con¬ 
sultation with Union Public Service Commission relax any 
of the provision of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxations regarding age limit and other concessions required' 
to be provided for the Scheduled .Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
an <I ot her special categories of persons in accordance with 
the orders issued by the Central Government from time io 
time in this regard.

G.S.R. 221.— 1 Whereas certain draft regulations, further to amend the Indian Boiler Regulations, 1950 were 
puNfshed as squiffed by sUbiSfcctkSh (1) of section 31 of the Indian Boders Act, 1923 (5 of 1923) m the Gazette of 
India-dated the lRh April, -1998 vide the Central Boilers Board notification number 20(37)/95-Bdifars, for inviting 
objections and suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby till the expiry of a period of forty-five days 
from the date the Gazette containing this notification was made Uvailablte to the public; 

Arid whereas the said Gazette was made available to the public on the 21st day of April, 1998; 

And whereas no objections/suggestions have been received. 

Now therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 28 of the Indian Boilers Act, 1923 (5 of 1923), 
the Cferitrdl 'Boilers ‘Bbard hereby makes the following regulations further to amend the Indian Boiler Regulations, 
1950, ‘namely;— 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Indian Boiler (Amendment) Regulations, 1998. 

(2) They stiail dome'into fdrce bn the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Indian Boiler Regulations, 1950 (hereinafter referred to as the said regulations), in the sub-heading 
to regulation 4-A to h-H for the words “and Well-known Tube/Pipe Makers.” the words ‘‘Weil-knbwn Tube/Pipe 
Maker and Well-known 'Remanent Life Assessment Organisation” shall be substituted. 

3. In the said regulations, in regulation 4-A— 

(i) in sub-regulation'(i), fbr the words, “and Well Known Tube/Pipe Maker” the words, “Well-khowh Tube 
Pipe Maker and Well Known Remanent Life Assessment Organisation” shall be substituted 

(H) in subiregulation (2)'for the words, figures and letter “Form XVA to XVF” the Words, figures and letter 
“Form XV-A to XV-G” shall be substituted. 
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4. In the said regulations, in regulation 4-R in mb-regulations (2), Tor clause (ii), the following shall be substi¬ 
tuted, namely:— 

•‘Where the applicants are for recognition as Well Known Material Testing Laboratory, Well Known Steel 
Maker, Well Known Foundry or Forge, Well Known Tube/Pipe Maker or Well Known Remanent Life Assessment 
tV'Tiisation. the Evaluation Committee shall inspect the laboratories of such Material Testing Laboratory and 
Remanent Life Assessment Organisation or the factories of such steel makers, foundry or forge and tube or pipe 
makers, where the testing and manufacturing activities are being carried out in order to evaluate the performance 
quality of the tests conducted and products manufactured.” 

5. !n the said regulations, in regulation 4C, in sub-regulation (2), for the figures, letters and word "XVIA to 
XVIiT”', the figures, letters and word “XV1-A to XVI-T’’ shall be substituted. 

6. In the said regulations, in regulation 391A:— 

(i) in sub-heading (a), for item (ii), the following shall be substituted, namely:— 

“For those boilers the plates of which have already been cut and tested shall be given a further lease of life of 
fifty years from the date of test of the boilers. The working pressure that shall be allowed after the testing shall be 
reduced as per the table given below:— 


Period after date of test (in years) 10 20 30 40 50 


Maximum working pressure allowed (percentage) 90 80 70 50 30.”; 


(ii) in sub-heading (b), for items Ii) and (ii), the following shall be substituted, namely:— 

‘ (i) The boilers which are operating at a temperature of 400.C and above including utility or industrial boilers 
and all boiler parts operating in the creep range of the boiler shall be non-destructively tested as per the table I given', 
below after they are in operation for 1,00.000 hours for assessment of the remanent life of the parts; 

(ii) The parts of a boiler when it completes a life of twenty five years are to be tested as per table 2 for assess¬ 
ment of the remanent life of such parts. If results are acceptable as per the standards laid down by the Central 
Boilers Board, a certificate shall be issued by the Chief Inspector of Boilers for extending the life of the boiler for a 
further period of ten years or such less period as recommended by the Remanent Life Assessment Organisation. 
This assessment of remanent life shall be carried out thereafter every five years by the organisations working in the 
field of boilers and remanent life and extension thereof after such organisation is approved by the Central Boilers 
Board. Such organisation shall work in close coordination with the office of the Technifal Adviser (Boilers) in the 
field of remanent life assessment and extension. The working pressure of such boilers may be reduced on the 
recommendations of such approved organisation,

G.S.R. 224.—In exercise of the powers cotrferfed by the 
proviso to article 309 of inr Constitution, the, President
